Second  Addition;  thence  in  a southwesterly  direction  to  a point  on  the 
west  line  of  said  alley  twenty  (20)  feet  south  of  the  north  line  of  Lot 
Humber  91  ./inch's  1st,  2nd  and  3rd  Amended  Addition;  thence  south  along 
the  west  line  of  said  alley  to  the  north  line  of  McDonald  Street;  thence

Amended  Addition  and  a portion  of  Lot  Humber  42  'White's  Second -Addition. 

All  as  shown  by  a plan  of  such  proposed  street  and  alley  vacation 
and  alley  opening  as  above  described  now  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  De- 
partment of  Public  Works  of  said  City. 

The  opening  of  the  above  described  alley  to  be  made  by  condemning  and 
appropriating  for  alley  purposes  the  Horth  eighteen  (18)  feet  of  Lot  Humber 
42  White's  Second  Addition;  the  Horth  tv/enty  (20)  feet  of  Lot  Humber  91 
Winch's  1st,  2nd  and  3rd  Amended  Addition  and  a portion  of  Lot  Humber  68 
.'/inch's  1st,  2nd  and  3rd  Amended  Addition  described  as  follows:  Commencing 
at  the  southeast  corner  of  said  lot;  thence  north  on  the  east  line  of  said 
lot  a distance  of  nine  (9)  feet;  thence  in  a southwesterly  direction  to  a 
point  on  the  south  line  of  said  lot  a distance  of  fifteen  (15)  feet  west 
of  the  southeast  corner  thereof;  thence  east  along  the  south  line  of  said 
lot  a distance  of  fifteen  (15)  feet  to  the  southeast  corner  thereof,  being 
the  place  of  beginning. 

The  above  described  alley  vacation  is  subject  to  the  rights  of  the 
City  of  Port  Wayne,  Indiana,  to  at  all  times  maintain  therein  the  public 
sewer  therein  located  and  subject  to  the  right  of  said  City  to  enter  upon 
said  abovementioned  vacated  alley  for  the  purpose  of  making  repairs  or 
otherwise  as  herein  set  out  and  that  any  obstructions  hereinafter  made  upon 
said  vacated  alley  by  any  property  owner  or  owners  of  property  abutting 
thereon  interferring  with  the  Board  of  Public  Works  in  the  exercise  of 
their  rights  of  the  easement  herein  reserved  shall  be  removed  by  said  Board 
at  the  expense  of  said  property  owner  or  o\ners.

Under 
responsible  for  any  sum  or  sums  due  from  said  property  owner  or  owners 
for  said  condemnation  of  property  or  for  the  payment  of  any  bond  or  bonds, 
certificate  or  certificates  issued  in  payment  for  such  property  damages, 
except  for  such  moneys  as  shall  have  been  actually  received  by  the  City 
from  the  assessments  for  such  damages  to  property  or  such  moneys  as  said 
City  is  by  said  above  entitled  act  required  to  pay.  All  proceedings  had 
in  the  making  of  said  improvement,  assessment  of  property,  collection  of 
assessments  and  issuance  of  bonds  therefor,  shall  be  as  provided  for  in 
said  above  entitled  act  and  all  amendments  thereto  and  supplements  thereof. 

All  of  said  streets  and  alleys  and  lots  and  lands  affected  by  the 
above  street  and  alley  vacations  and  alley  opening'  as  above  described 
being  situated  in  the  Northwest  Quarter  of  Section  7,  Township  30  North, 
Range  13  East  and  within  the  corporate  limits  of  the  ^ity  of  Fort  V/ayne, 

Indiana.
